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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments, the Examiner withdraws the rejections under 35 USC 
102(b) to claims 8, 9, 14, 20, 21 and the objections to claims 10-13, 15, 16, 18 and 19. 
The cancellation of claim 18 and the addition of claims 22-28 has been acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-1 7 and 1 9-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not show a stator of an electric 
machine as written in claim 1 wherein the stator comprises a two part magnetic circuit 
comprised of a major magnetic core portion disposed outboard of the fluidtight shell and 
a smaller minor magnetic core portion disposed inboard of the fluidtight shell. 

Regarding claim 15, the prior art of record does not show a stator of an electric 
machine as written in claim 15 wherein the magnetic circuit comprises a first stack of 
laminations produced outside the shell and a second stack of laminations produced 
inside the shell. 

Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record does not show a stator of an electric 
machine as described in claim 17 comprising a magnetic circuit comprising slots, a first 
stack of laminations disposed outside the shell and a second stack of laminations 
disposed inside the shell.
